Kenny Roberts: two Yamaha Cups in two weeks

NEW YORK, N.Y., Feb. 5, 1973 — Ken 
Roberts made it two in a row in 
Yamaha Cup competition as he put in a 
last lap charge to barely nip Rick 
Hocking at the checkered flag. The third 
annual Yamaha Silver Cup Short Track 
at Madison Square Garden provided 
thrills, spills and a lot of excitement 
with Rick Hocking clinching the 
American Indoor Championship title, 
Ken Roberts out-foxing his younger 
adversary for the win, and the 
promoters finally getting a Yamaha in 

the winner's circle. 

One hundred sixty-eight riders 
braved New York City traffic, muggers, 
rip-offs, exhorbitant parking charges 
and the NYC police (who tow away 
anything not bolted down and charge 


. Not a bad way to start a season, 


$50 to get it back) to infest the bowels 
of the fourth floor pit area/catacombs 
at MSG for a shot at the final and a 
piece of the posted $12,900 purse. 

The track was the same egg-shaped 
quick, slick surface as last year with 
time trials proving just how quick it 
was... Rick Hocking immediately set 
himself as a figure to reckon with by 
powering his Champion Frame 
sponsoyed Yamaha 360 to a fast time of 
8.77 seconds. One tick behind Hocking 
came Mike Johnson, a Michigan flash, 
on an Ossa followed by a quick Gary 
Nixon (Bul) and two West Coast riders; 
Аі Kenyon, MSG winner in 1971, and 
John Gennai, last year’s top Novice 
rider.

With the 
two riders tied for overall points, the 
win was given to Pierre for his win over 
Brad in the final moto.

fast 60 MPH first turn and took the lead 
ahead of the better known 
professionals. 

For a lap and a half, he held off Brad 
Lackey but then, as quickly as he 
started, he began to slow up and drop 
back as Brad took over the lead. Marty 
Tripes had the factory CZ about a 
hundred yards behind Brad in second, 
followed by Jimmy Weinert (Kaw), Bob 
Grossi (Hus), and then Pierre 
Karsmakers. 

Brad maintained the lead for seven 
laps but then Marty began moving in on 
him and Pierre went by Bob Grossi. 
Grossi was going quickly but was having 
a hard time with the track and was 
constantly getting out of shape. At one 
point, he crested one of the uphill 
jumps, landed sideways and almost 
stalled the Husky. Over rough ground, 
he seemed to be spending more time on 
the front wheel than the back. 

By lap ten, Marty had really moved 
in on Brad and in another lap or two 
would probably have passed him, but 
just then the cap fell off the fuel tank. 
With gas drenching him and the bike he 
was forced to slow up. Jim Weinert 
found himself in second behind his 
Kawasaki teammate, with Marty out of 
the action. Brad easily took the moto 
win ahead of Jim, who was followed 
fairly closely by Pierre; then Tim Hart, 
Rich Thorwaldson, Bob Grossi and Mike 
Runyard. 


KARSMAKERS' MOVE 


The second moto was totally 
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Californians took their revenge in the 250 class on Mid-Lake’s jump-studded course, 


Karsmakers. Pierre got off in first and 
stayed there all the way to the finish. 
Brad stayed hot on his rear fender but 
was never so close that Pierre was 
worried. Weinert was third, followed by 
Grossi, Hart, Gary Semics and 
Thorwaldson. 

Bob Grossi did a getoff about 
midway and lost almost an entire lap 
trying to get restarted. He was in some 
pain and ended up running slowly for 
the remainder of the day. 

Jim Weinert was still in third when, 
on the last lap, he stopped at the finish 
line. He was really hurting in his back 
and thought something on his bike had 
broken, It turned out the Kawasaki’s 
Koni shocks had seized up from the 
workout the Tallahassee track had given 
them. He said later he wished he could 
have used the Yamaha's oil-cooled 
shocks on the Team Kawasaki bike. 


THE BRAD AND PIERRE 
FACE-OFF 


Nearly three thousand spectators 
jumped to their feet and began yelling 
as Brad took the lead of the third moto 
with Pierre right behind. They took the 
bumpy uphill section side by side, 
bouncing from jump to jump with 
throttles wide open and_ knobbies 
kicking dirt everywhere. Pierre dove to 
the inside on the turn at the top of the 
hill and took the lead but Brad kept the 
big 450 turned on strong as they turned 
and went back down the hill to repass 
Pierre and regain the lead. 

Brad held Pierre off for four laps but 
then found himself in second again as 
Pierre berserked the Yamaha and flew 
by to regain the lead. From that point 
to the finish of the moto, Brad stayed 
right on Pierre, never dropping back 
more than twenty-five yards. Most of 
the time Brad was right up on his 
fender. 

It seemed strange to most of the 
spectators who couldn’t comprehend 
what was going on, The two were 
certainly going around the track fast but 
Brad wasn’t doing anything to really try 


to get back the lead and Pierre wasn’t 
trying to shake off the Kawasaki. The 
first four laps they had spent fighting 
over the lead gave them each an insight 
into the other’s riding ability so they 
settled down and rode the rest of the 
race at about 90 percent. : 

If one of them wanted to ride at 100 
percent the other one would do the 
same, so nothing would be gained. 


Jimmy Weinert took the checkered flag 
in third position a good distance behind 
Pierre and Brad. 

Tied on points for first, Pierre took 
the overall win ahead of Brad due to the 
final moto win. Tim Hart rode smoothly 
and consistently all day to pick up 
third. Jimmy Weinert would have had 
third overall if he had run the last lap in 
the second moto and not pulled off the 
track, Even with the seized shocks, he 
was far enough ahead of Hart that he 
could have ridden slowly and still have 
been in front of Tim at the finish. 

Brad has steadily been getting 
quicker as the Series progresses and next 
Sunday he should be as fast, if not 
faster, than Karsmakers. The St. 
Petersburg race should see a fantastic 
day-long battle between the two factory 
riders. The only dark horses will be 
Marty Tripes and Bob Grossi. 


250 NOVICE 

California riders finally got their 
revenge as the Florida boys dropped to 
the, bottom of the standings in the 250 
Novice class. What fouled up the locals 
was the sandless Tallahassee track. 
Without sand, a Florida rider is lost. 

Mid-lake Raceway is a clay/dirt 
course with hills such as the West Coast 
boys are accustomed to and they 
promptly showed it. Three ten-minute 
qualifying motos were run for the 162 
Novices with, at long last, a consolation 
moto to put forty riders into the two 
feature motos. 

Tom Rapp of Buena Park, California 

finally survived a qualifying moto; 
actually winning it to go into the 
features. Tom got his Bultaco off to a 
slow start in the first feature but, by lap 
five, was in the lead and long gone. John 
Franklin (Mai) from Madera, California, 
had gotten away in first but could find 
no way to hang onto Rapp after he flew 
by. David Clemence (Bul), Johnston, 
Rhode Island, was third. 
_ The only thing which fouled up Tom 
Rapp in the second feature moto was 
that he got an even worse start than in 
the first and had to spend the entire 
race playing catch up. 

The twenty-minute motos were just 
too short. When the checkered flag 
signaled the end of the race, Tom was in 
third just ready to pass Jerry Williams 
(Hus) for second. 

John Franklin had his Honda of 
Piqua-sponsored Maico in first place to 
take the overall and Tom had to be 
content with second,

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One twenty-five engines seem to be favorites for cradling in the sportsman racer's one-off chassis. Perhaps because handling really matters when 


power is down.

The serious motocross rider has two 
options open to him when it comes time 
to buy a new weapon for his sport. One: 
he can purchase one of the many fine 
European or Japanese motocrossers on 
the market that are built to fit the 
wants and whims of what the factories 
consider the “average man” or, two: he 
can buy a trick frame and components 
and build up a more personal machine. 
This is about one of those trick frames. 

The Costella Special package includes 
a 28 lb. one inch O.D. 4130 Chrome 
Molybdemum steel double downtube 
cradle type frame and swing arm with 
eight inches of ground clearance. It has 
a fiberglass tank and a four-inch thick 
progressive density foam seat with a 
fiberglass base. 

The tank is a two petcock bolt-on 
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Costella-framed DKW engine and running gear.

affair that weighs in right around three 
and one half pounds. The frame is laid 
out in such a way that a person could 
draw a line through the centers of the 
rear axle, the swing arm bolt (which by 
the way, rides on aluminum bushings), 
the countershaft, the crank and the 
front axle. 

The Costella we tested has a 125 
DKW mill with a reed valve. For running 
gear, it has Moto Beta hubs and eight 
gauge spokes. The front tire is a 3.00 X 
21 Nitto riding on a WM-2 Akront rim. 
A WM-4 Akront and a 3.50 X 18 Nitto 
round off the driving end. The bump 
absorbing chores on the -scooter are 
carried by mid-size Cerianis on the front 
and five-inch (approximate) Curnutts on 
the rear. The carburetor-bound air grit 
grabber is made by K&N and lives in a

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still air box. The rider's feet ride on a 
pair of robust folding serrated pegs with 
no return springs. Throw in a pair of 
Costella's one and one half pound 
Chrome Moly bars, some Magura levers 
and that completes the 165-pound 125. 

The first day we had the little nipper, 
we took it to Escape Country, where 
Mom Nature had just got done dumping 
a whole load of water. Mud everywhere. 
The Costella handles great in the mud. 
Unlike some super light weight 
motorcycles, it wasn't affected by the 
slime. Dial it on, point in the general 
direction you want to go and that's the 
way it goes. Then it happened. The 
piston cocked in the bore, caught a ring 
in the exhaust port at around 8000 
RPM and the result was a very lunched 
piston and sleeve. 

The mangled mess was taken to T-R 
Industries in Buena Park where some 
first rate major surgery was performed 
in the form of a new sleeve and some 
finger ports for the reed. 

'The reassembled, even faster Costella 
Special spent Christmas being flailed 
around the motocross track at CN's 
Secret Testing Grounds in Arizona. The 
motocross courses in Arizona are by far 
the roughest (although good) in the 
whole wide world and the Costella was 
up to the task, It goes in a very straight 
line on whoop-de-doos. Due to the low 
seat height of 29 inches and inherent 
frame geometry, the cornering is, very 
possibly, the best I've experienced in a 
motocrosser. 

Aviating the front wheel is easy but 
not too easy. It comes up to a certain 
point and no farther which I believe is 
due to the machine's 53-inch wheelbase. 

Flick the motorcycle sideways, twist 
the wick and the resulting slide is very 
stable and controllable. Even with the 
absence of a full floating rear brake, 
wheelhop is almost null. Jack Costella 
puts full floating brakes on most of his 
frames but due to the DKW engine 
chain layout, he couldn't on this one. 
One complaint I had with the machine 
was that the pegs are so low that they 
can hit the ground on rough “feet up” 
sweepers when the suspension 
compresses. 

The Costella is so much fun to ride 
that one tends to over do it as was the 
case one Sunday when I started racing 
with a guy on a 400 on a very tight 
course. On a steep uphill the Sachs 
engine decided to shed all the teeth on 
the big primary drive gear...end of the 
test. 

As you may or may not have 
noticed, I liked the Costella Special. I 
was also impressed with the way Jack 
Costella builds his frames. He builds 
them around your engine and 
components as a one-off machine, (Very 
limited edition). He decides on the 
proper fork angle by watching the buyer 
ride. Mr, Costella uses both TIG and 
MIG electric welding techniques and 
rushes over nothing to insure that 
everything is precise — as it should be. 
And friends, you don’t pay too dearly 
for all this, somewhere between $325 
and $450 depending on _ individual 
components, etc. 

It’s a shame that this scooter had a 
worn out engine because it was one of 
the few flaws the motorcycle has. But it 
was wom out in this frame which 
should attest to its durability as it 
showed no stress signs at all. The 
Costella Special may be the very next 
phase in your motocross racing 
evolution, no matter what displacement 
you favor.

RANDSBURG, CAL., Feb..11, 1973 — 
“You want to know what the course 
was like? Just look right here in my eye. 
I think I’ve got half of the course in 
there!” 

“Muddy.” 

“Fun, but a little muddy.” 

“Great. Except for the mud.” 

“A ninety-mile motocross,” 

“A one hundred-mile motocross.” 

So went the comments of the Four 
Aces’ slightly damp Moose Run. 

Some riders started having trouble 
before they ever got to the race. 
Highway 14 was flooded in many places 
with swift-flowing water and the 
Highway Partrol was on site, helping 
people through, or sending them back if 
they thought the cars couldn’t make it 
across. 

A pit racer nearly killed a racer just 
before the start. Both were at fault, 
doing about fifty miles an hour 
according to Rescue 3, one with no 
helmet. The ambulance left to take the 
broken bodies into town and the start 
was delayed an hour, 

At the top of the slimey hill where 
the smoke-bome (with real smoke) was 
located, it was Tom Brooks (DKW). 
With the rough starting area, speculation 
was that Tom would be first and he 
didn’t diasppoint his fans, Icy rain 
soaked the riders as they waited for the 
start and now they were riding hard, 
trying to warm up. 

Nobody recognized the second man 
to the smokebomb, although later, at 


the pits, we got a closer look and of 
course it was Mark Adent on the 250 
DKW, still in second place behind 
Brooks, 

Also running well at the bomb were 
Tom Smith (Yam), Mitch Mayes (Hus), 
and Larry Pfutzenreuter (Bul). This is 
Larry’s first race this year and he looked 
like he was making up for lost time. 

At the finish line, the Four Aces 
officials were fretting. “Brooks should 
have been here by now,” they said. “Do 
you suppose there is trouble where we 
changed the course?" On the second 
loop there was a three-foot-deep water 
crossing due to the heavy rains and the 
Four Aces had bypassed it. Rain also 
wiped out the lime, but it didn’t get the 
arrows. One Novice said he was 
counting the arrows, but he lost track 
after 4000, 

Tom Brooks, covered with mud, held 
his lead right across the line. 'No, I 
didn't have any trouble following the 
course." he said. Brooks had taken off 
his goggles before he got to the pits and 
he rode the second loop without them. 
Mud covered his face, jacket, leathers, 
boots and number plate. 

Mitch Mayes (Hus) really picked up 
the pace on the second loop and about 
five miles from the finish he moved up 
from third to second place. Mitch has 
been working with Rolf Tibblin in 
preparation for the Mint 400 and the 
exercises and riding tips are really 
paying off, according to Mitch. 

"I'm not as tired as usual," Mitch 
declared. 

Mark Adent, riding the 250 DKW, 
ran second for all but five miles of the 
race. Unfortunately, those five miles 
were the last and Mark finished third 
overall. However, Mark still got first 250 
Expert and I believe this is the best 
finish he has ever had. 

Mark has been pretty consistently 
finishing in the top ten and obviously 
intends to give Pfutzenreuter and 
Fishback some competition this year. 

Bryan Brecker has started the last 
eleven races. And he has DNF'd the last 
eleven races with bike problems. Today 
he showed what he can do when his 
machine stays together, finishing fourth 
overall and second Open Expert on his 
400 CZ. 

Bryan took his goggles off to have 
them cleaned in the pits and just 
couldn't wait. he also rode the second 
loop without goggles, but it didn’t seem 
to bother him any more than it did 
Brooks, 

As a matter of fact, most of the 
racers at least dropped their goggles 
down around their necks. There was so 
much mud flying that goggles became 
useless. But then the rain stung their 
eyes and they threw up mud with their 
front tires and ran into that. Generally 
it was a mess, anyway you look at it. 











The Moose Run was motocross in the Mojave. 


The steepest downhill was a sand one 
which most riders took flat out. The 
slowest Novice I talked to said he took 
it in third gear. Maybe the rain helped in 
that instance, giving a little texture to 
the sand. But on the uphills, none of 
which were steep, the rain was no help 
at all. Riders slipped and slip, pushing 
big bikes up little hills, falling and 
rolling in the mud and generally having 
a terrible time of it. But they all had 
fun. The whole idea was to try to finish. 

First Trailbike was...guess who! Well, 
I guess I should tell the new readers. 
First Trailbike was, of course, Cordis 
Brooks (DKW). 

Somebody didn’t like the speeds at 
which Cordis was traveling and came 
over and borrowed a pen and paper so 
they could protest. They tore the bike 
down and measured it and the unofficial 
word is that the bike measures 5.8 cubic 
inches. 6.1 cubin inches equals (about) 
100cc so Cordis’ DKW is about 98cc. 
They are sending the measurements to 
Flanders for official approval, but it 
looks like Cordis is well within the legal 
limits. (I tell you, the kid is just fast!) 

The rain caused some problems. A.C. 
Bakken said his bike wouldn’t run, Oh, 
it would plug along, but it wouldn’t get 
up and haul the way it should. Maybe a 
plugged fuel line. 

Larry Pfutzenreuter couldn’t see for 
the mud on goggles and glasses and then 
his pipe came off and he called it quits. 
Art Knapp wouldn’t say what took him 
so long to get to the finish line. Wayne 
Cook (used to ride a Baja) was on a 400 
Husky today and he had to play 
muleskinner to get it to run. 

Jim Fishback had the brake lever 
wrapped around his hand so he broke it 
off, then he lost a footpeg and several 
other gruesome things happened and he 
called it quits. 

Rich Mark said things just weren't 
going right for him. He sat on the finish 
line holding a naked throttle cable in his 
hand. 

Things went O.K. for Tom Smith 
(Yam) and Todd Cornish (CZ) finishing 
fifth and sixth overall. They even said it 
was fun, although a little muddy. Allen 
Lund must have had a rough day. Jack 
(his Dad) pushed the Bul away for him. 
But Allen cherred right up when he 
learned that he was second 250 Expert 
and hung around to razz all the 250 
Experts behind him. 

Bill Friant (Puc) was second Div II 
Lightweight at about tenth overall. He 
had all the girls screaming and giggling, 
offering to kiss them. Bill was just 
covered with slimey mud and sand and 
did look a little wild. 

Larry Foeseler (Baj) had evidently 
given up the idea of riding a 250. He 
piloted his 100cc Harley Baja in for 
second Trail Expert today. 

Mike Cartledge (Hod) was third trail 
Expert today. Looks like he and brother 
Chuck may be taking turns. (No, you go 
ahead. No, go on, you take it today.) 
Ha! 

The first three Amateurs in were all 
250’s. Phil Dawson (Yam), Dave 
Lapraik (AJS), and Bill Beard (Yam). 
Bill Eisele (Suz) and Heath Hibbard 
(Hus) got one and two in the Open 
class. 

You know that guy with the big “R” 
on his jumper who was leading the 
Novice race? That is that Jim Eveland 
fellow from the Rovers M.C. Jim has 
been doing pretty well lately, but today 





he really got it together and led right off 
the line to the finish. Great ride. 

A few more of those and Larry Haley 
(250 points steward) will transfer you 
to Amateur. Don't look so happy. That 
is limbo. You go there and nobody 
hears from you for six months or so. 

Ken Evans (Hus) was running around 
fourth Novice through the pits, but he 
was really after Jim and in his haste he 
managed to pass everybody but Jim, 
finishing up second Novice overall and 
first Open Novice. I know Ken must be 
about to transfer, 1 even recognize his 
name. 

*Dennis Scammell (Hod) must be one 
of those Trail Novices I used to miss all 
the time. Somehow he got to be an 
Amateur without ever getting his name 
in the paper. And he is a fast one. Got 
first in his class today, with George 
Cuiles (Hod) hot on his heals. 

Doug Martin (Hod) took pity on all 
of us who were standing on the finish 
line to see who would be first Trail 
Novice, He hurried, and won his class. 
Dean Hart (Hod) looked pretty clean 
when he pulled in for second Trail 
Novice, but maybe he stopped and had 
a quick wash-off before he came in. 

Up in the Div. II Amateurs, Dean 
Modesett (DKW) asked how he did. *'I 
think I got a second, maybe." he said.

Summary of 1973 AMA Motocross Rules 


thanks to John “Light Brown” Lancione 

Here it is. The scoop for 1973. We learned a bunch in 1972 and these rules are the 
result of the efforts of a lot of riders, mechanics, dealers, factory people, promoters, 
AMA staff, and spectators. As the National Motocross Referee I am looking forward 
to this year as the best ever. Questions and problems are bound to come up so don't 
hesitate to call or write the AMA (P.O. Box 141, Westerville, Ohio 43081, 
614-891-2425) or myself (Universal Accessories, Inc., 1712 So, Akard St., Dallas, 
Texas 75215, 214-428-8357). The actual rule book is mailed to each holder of a 
Competition License with his License. Additional copies of the rule books are 
available from the AMA or myself for $1.25 each except the set of three FIM rule 
books which is $7.00. I urge every interested person to read the rule book and be 
familiar with its contents. It sure eliminates a lot of hassling at the race track. 

AII riders and mechanics competing in or working at an AMA Professional event 
must be licensed by the AMA. The Competition License is $35.00 and the Mechanics 
License is $10.00, both are good until the end of December, 1973. For riders, we 
again have available the “John Doe” Mechanics License. A rider may purchase a 
“John Doe” License(s) and use it for anyone he wishes to enter the pit during the 
year. The cost is $10.00. The person who uses it to sign in must be an AMA member 
and present his membership card in addition to the “John Doe” License at the time 
of registration and pay the $4.00 insurance fee. If they do not have the plastic 
membership card they have to buy a new one, Factory representatives must display 
proper credentials (Mechanics License, etc.) for entry to the pit area. 

Members of the press!! Please do not come to us for pit or press passes. Press 
passes are the responsibility of the promoter. There is no such thing as “The AMA 
only gave me a few press passes.” The promoter is in direct control of who does and 
does not get press passes. If the promoter asks for money for a press pass, as a few 
did in 1972, you are getting ripped off. 

The promoter is now allowed to charge riders a general admission fee at meets 
with a purse of $1200 or more except National or International meets. One free 
admission to the spectator area only will be furnished to each rider upon request at 
all meets. Mechanics do not have to pay the general admisstion fee but do not get a 
guest pass. 

Riders are classed as Novice or Expert. Advancement from Novice to Expert 
requires 80 points. Advancement points are awarded to ten.place in each Moto. First 
gets ten points, second gets nine points, and so on. Riders may be advanced to 
Expert without earning a sufficient number of points with the endorsement of two 
members of the Competition Congress and his District Referee. No advancement, 
however, can be made after the license is issued. 

The following apparel must be wom: 

Helmet: must meet the safety Helmet Council of American (SHCA) standard and 
carry its serialized approval sticker and a permanently affixed exterior marking 
showing the name or number of the approved product. 

- Goggles: must be shatterproof. 

Shirts: Jerseys or shirts must be long sleeved. Only the riders last name, number 
and letter can appear on the back. Nothing else. 

Pants: Leather pants must be worn. 

Boots: Must be at least eight inches high. 

Promoters of professional races must have no less than two ambulances at the 
track before practice begins, Races will not be allowed to continue if there is not at 
least one ambulance at the track at all times. The cost of track — to — hospital 
ambulance is the responsibility of the promoter. For all International and National 
Motocross events the promoter will furnish a metal starting gate acceptable to the 
AMA. All Motocross starts will be made with a mechanical device: Rubberband gate

or a mechanical gate. Each single machine must have one meter (3.2 feet) of starting 
space. The Referee may hold a lottery to determine starting positions for the first 
Moto. In subsequent Motos, the riders will be allowed to choose positions on the 
starting line according to the position in which they finished the previous Moto. 

The flags this year are: GREEN: Start, WHITE: One lap to go, YELLOW: Danger 
on track, RED: Stop the race, BLACK with 1" white border: Individual rider 
disqualification, WHITE with BLACK CENTER: Another rider trying to pass, move 
over, WHITE with RED CROSS: Ambulance needed on track, BLACK & WHITE 
CHECKERED: Finish of race. 

There are three equipment classes based upon engine size: 0-125cc; 126 — 250cc 
and Open. In National Championship Motocross a rider may enter only one class. 
Both Expert and Novice riders are eligible to ride any motor class. Novices will not 
be permitted to participate with Experts, unless the Referee declares a meet a 
combined program, due to lack of entries. Three or more classes can be run if prize 
money is greater than $900 minimum. Motocross races are scored on the “Olympic 
System”. One point for first; two points for second; three for third, etc. The riders 
with the low number of points is the winner. In case of a tie, the last Moto will be 
the tie breaker. Any rider who did not start or complete one — half the laps of the 
winner and takes the checkered flag, will receive points corresponding to the total 
number of riders entered in his class. 

The standard Motocross meet shall consist of either two 30-minute (minimum) 
Motos or three 20-minute (minimum) Motos for the Expert class. Novice riders will 
have two 20 minute Motos or three 15-minute Motos. If there are more riders in a 
class than can safely be accommodated on the course, qualifying Motos may be held. 

Motorcycycles must be equipped with a functional electrical and/or mechanical 
ignition cutoff switch or button, mounted on the left handlebar, within reach with 
hand on the grip. Wheel axles must be steel, Titanium frames, swing arms, or 
handlebars will not be allowed for AMA competition. Side stands and center stands 
must be removed. All footrests must fold backward at a 45 degree angle. The length 
of the footrest from the pivot point not to exceed five inches. Handlebars must be 
steel. Cracked or broken handlebars are prohibited. Equipment used in Motocross 
must have a muffled exhaust. system meeting 92 dB on “A” scaie measured at 50 
feet. Noise will be measured and if your bike is too loud, you won’t race. 

Number Plates. Three numbér plates are required: Minimum dimensions are 9 
inches and 11 inches wide with the four corners cut off at a radius of four inches. 
Metal plates shall be no less than .045 inch thick, or .030 inch if beaded for 
additional stiffness or not less than one-sixteenth inch thick if fiberglass or ABS 
plastic. 

Number Plates must be securely mounted in a workmanlike manner. They must 
be affixed so they are clearly visible and not obstructed by any part of the 
motorcycle or by the rider when he is in the riding position. Expert rider number 
plates shall be white with black numbers. Novice rider number plates shall be white 
with red numbers. Numbers must be at least 5% inches in height and of standard type 
block lettering, with no shading or outlining. Letter no Jess than % inches in width 
must appear in the lower right hand comer of the plate and be at least 2 inches high. 
All riders must have numbers a minimum of eight inches high and letters a minimum 
of three inches high on their backs and and numbers on each side of the helmet a 
minimum of three inches high of a contrasting color. This is a number and letter 
assigned as a professional competition license predicates. All riders must have their 
last names in block lettering on the back of their leathers, or jersey, at the shoulder 
line. Only rider’s last name, numbers and letter may appear on back of leathers or 
jersey. 

Each class will have a minimum weight limit for the motorcycle. No ballast will be 
allowed to be attached to any motorcycle. 125cc Class — Each motorcycle must 
weigh at least 80 kilograms (176 pounds). 250cc Class — Each motorcycle must 
weigh at least 88 kilograms (194 pounds). 500cc Class — Each motorcycle must 
weigh at least 95 kilograms (209 pounds). Weight will be without gasoline but with 
oil. And yes, we will have scales at the races. А 

No one except riders officially entered may ride or practice on the race course the 
day of the meet. A rider whose machine is disabled before he reaches the finish line 
may, by his own unaided muscular energy, push or carry his machine across the 
finish line to complete the race. Any rider leaving the course shall only continue the 
meet from the point where he left the course. No rider shall at any time ride in such 
a manner as to endanger life or limb of other riders, officials, or the public. Violators 
of this rule are subject to immediate disqualification and suspension by the Referee. 

The claiming price of 0-250cc Motocross machines is $2000. For Open Class 
machines the price is $2500. 

There is more, so get a copy of the Rule Book and know what’s in it. It’s too late 
the day of the race. Your comments and/or criticisms are appreciated. Just let us 
know.

How Come Cheaters DO Prosper in Sportsman Racing? 


TO CHEAT OR NOT TO CHEAT? 
. Only If You Don't Get Caught

SPORTSMAN: One who takes part in sports. Who plays fair and can lose without 
complaint or win without boasting. Somewhere along the line this meaning has been 
lost to many of today's riders. The attitude is, if you don't get caught, do it. The 
saddest part of all is the grave injustice done to the rider who plays by the rules. It's 
becoming a case of the good guys finishing last. Of course, this is not trué for all 
riders, but it sure makes it harder to race competitively. 

What is most disturbing of all is the flagrant disregard for rules, whether at an 
AMA sanctioned event or at a weekly sportsman contest. Ignorance is no excuse 
because, usually, it’s impossible! 

Just in case you’re not aware of what is meant by cheating, I’ll give you some 
examples, and, if you think real hard, you will probably come up with five more to 
every one that I’ve listed. These are all things observed over the years at all tracks so 
-no particular track or organization is being singled out. 

The first and the most maddening is the payment of money at sportsman events. 
It doesn’t make any difference if it’s only paid to Experts, it is still a sportsman event 


and the minute the green crosses the palm that standing is lost and you become a - 


professional. You are earning money for a talent. 

What many of you don't know is that as far as amateur athletics are - concerned, 
you're dead. That takes in a lot of territory because it includes all high school, 
college and Olympic competition. Olympic Decathlon winner, Jim Thorpe is a good 
case in point, He' was stripped of his medals because he had played smalltime baseball 
and earned a couple of bucks. Harsh and unfeeling? You better believe it but that's 
the name of the game. An amateur is a sportsman, a professional is one who earns 
money. You can't be both. 

What réally rubs wrong, is that rider who rides as an Expert at one track, wins 
money, then goes to another track, even AMA events, and signs up as a Novice. This 
is a sportsman? A lot of tracks move riders up through the ranks because, believe it 
or not, everybody doesn’t belong to the AMA and does not have a rating. Then we 
have the riders who ride both as Amateurs and Experts at the same track on the same 
night. You can be one or the other but you can’t be both. The same goes for riding 
out of class with your machine. 

Now we come to the more sophisticated and subtle ways of cheating and at the 
head of the list is the use of fuels. The AMA rule specifically states: pump gas only. 
Why then are riders literally getting asphyxiated standing behind guys running nitro

and oils laced with nitro which are appearing on the shelves of your local 
neighborhood cycle shops. Nitro is a fuel and fuels are illegal no matter what 
percentage used. Keep this bit of knowledge in mind the next time you mix a batch. 
These mixtures are highly toxic and can kill with prolonged exposure, even in the 
open. The life you take may be your own. They are also highly flammable and on 
more than one occasion I have seen bikes catch fire. Is the risk worth it? 

There are all kinds of mechanical tricks that don’t show on the outside but get the 
job done on the track. I’m not talking about porting and the legal tuning but 
deliberately signing up as one thing when you know darn well you’re running 
something else. Under this category comes lying and boy, there’s a lot of that going 
on. How many of you know guys who rode Ascot before they were eighteen? Now 


that the age has been lowered to sixteen, how many fourteen year-olds will be out | 


there? Don’t the parents of these kids realize that in falsifying entry blanks the 
insurance companies have a good case for saying, “Forget it” when and if you ever 
need to collect. 

These are just a few things, but a bigger and maybe more appropriate question is 
“Who do you blame? The parents, who in their zeal to have their kids become 


-. winners, will stop at nothing? Promoters who, in their greed for more profit, don’t 


care as long as the rider buys an entry? The AMA, for not enforcing their own rules? 
The riders who want to win no matter how they have to do it? Reporters who keep 
quiet about what they see so that they don’t offend anyone? Probably all of us can 
share in the guilt but we can also do something about it. 

First of all, as a rider, play by the rules, then the problem is eliminated. If you feel 
a rule has been broken, speak up about it. It’s your sport and if you want it to 
become dirty all you have to do is take a do-nothing attitude. If it’s worth having; it’s 
worth fighting for. For those who still persist in cheating, officials are needed that 
will clamp down hard on offenders. It only takes one or two times and the message 
will be received, Communication between tracks, so that they have an idea about 
who are the up-and-coming riders would help. This can also be accomplished by 
checking the result columns every week in Cycle News. So it takes time. It’s worth it. 
Reporters who are tuned in to the tracks they’re covering, and to the riders, can help. 
They are in a good position to act as a mediator because many riders have taken their 
beefs to officials only to have their protests fall on deaf ears. 
` The reporter has the duty to praise those tracks and clubs that are doing a good 
job and inform the public of the bad ones so that the riders can then make the choice 
of what organization they want to be associated with. 

Cheating is getting out of hand. If you love the sport and are a true sportsman, it's 
time to clean it üp.

HOUSTON 

The gold plated Gold Cups from 
Yamaha came back to California from 
Houston this year, and, in spite of the 
fact that the season has just started, it 
looks like another big year for the 
Californians, 

Three of the four former TT winners 
didn’t ride. Skip Van Leeuwen has 
retired, Dick Mann broke his self made 
frame and didn’t ride after turning in 
one of the top time trials, and Jim Rice, 
although officially entered, failed to 
show up. 

A lot of epole will be asking: who is 
Mike Haney? Mike has always ridden a 
Triumph and started out as a TT rider 
only, It stayed that way for many years 
before he tried Half-mile racing. If he 
had come up under the current 
advancement rule he would either be a 
Novice or a Junior on the ovals and an 
Expert in TT's. But he didn't, so when 
he decided to try the Ascot Half-mile he 
had a lot of ground to make up. Instead 
of making it up, he ate it, falling off on 
every turn many times until late last 
year. 

Haney is also noted for being a rider 
that jumped: into motocross, riding a 
650 Triumph and not doing too badly, 
riding the largest machine in his class, 
Mike is also a cross-country rider, 
running in more than one of the 
previous Bajas and picking up dollars. 

His Houston victory came because he 
made nó mistakes and because Kenny 
Roberts could not get far enough away 
to feel really secure. Haney wasn't even 
breathing hard at the finish of the race 
on a track described by the riders as the 
roughest and worst in the five year 
history of the vent. 

Jim Odom got back on a Triumph 
for the first time in two years, It was 
the same Triumph that he nearly won 
on in 1971. The machine had been put 
in a corner in Les Edward’s shop in San 
Jose, just like it was planned that way. 

Mann’s troubles stayed with him the 
following night for the short track 
events. He passed up a new Rickman in 
avor of a 350 BSA single, and it ran 
like a clock. The only trouble was that 
the battery fell out on the first lap of 
the final, after Dick had pulled a second 
in the heat race. 


The hit of the short track had to be 
the new 360 Yamaha and the Rickman 
250. Both of these machines are 
somewhat new to short track 
competition and both proved, against 
the best short track competition this 
season, that they have the horsepower 
and the handling qualities that it takes 
to carry the rider to the money and 
points. 

As usual, Dave Aldana added his 
touch of confusion to the eveni. He 
entered the short track on a Norton. 
The problem is that Norton does not 
have a lightweight machine. Announcer 
Roxy Rockwood, knowing that Aldana 
was under contract to Norton, assumed 
then that the machine was an AJS. It 
wasn’t, it was a Kawasaki (not even 
painted green and white), entered by 
former racer, Dallas Baker. 

One of the smartest races run at the 
Dome was turned in by Texan, Buck 
Boron, a rookie Expert. In the heat race 
he set back in third while Aldana and 
another rider were bar-banging all the 
way to the last lap. Then unknown 
Buck zapped them both and won the 
race. A heads-up job by a rider that 
bears watching, at least on the short 
tracks. 

The “most unique silencer” award 
has to go to Harley—Davidson who had 
their team riders equipped with a unit 
large enough to pack at least five gallons 
of moonshine or gas. Guess what. One 
of those silencers fell off on the first lap 
of a heat race. Wonder how that 
happened? If it hard bounced into 
another rider, or the stands, it was big 
enough to wipe out a bike or a dozen 


people. 

The Junior-only Invitational was 
limited . to riders from Texas and 
Louisiana, and it proved at least a 


couple of things. Louisiana does not 
have as good a group of Juniors as Texas 
this year. It did give Texas their first 
win at the Dome but future National 
dirt tracks this season will probably 
open the doors to the best Juniors. Rick 
Hocking was seen in the pits biting his 


nails and wishing that the promoters: 


had picked top rated riders and not just 
locals.

I think I can, I think I can... 


How to Lose a Race and Win the Fans! ——————————

Early in my racing career I’ 
discovered one very important fact, 
"It's not how you play the game, but if 
you win or lose!" Although this 
statement is in complete conflict with 
all we were taught as children about 
sportsmanship in competitive activities 
it is not the less true in motorcycle 
racing. 

Countless times, when I have found 
myself being out-powered and 
out-ridden by a fellow racer I have 
resorted of certain face saving tactics. 
Several of these tactics which I have 
found most successful are listed below: 

1.) Fall of bike during the first lap in 
hopes of getting a restart. 

2.) Act as if trying to adjust 
carburetor because of loss of power , 


but actually pull choke to give fans an 
impression of a misfiring engine. 

3.) Pull into pits, but get just in front 
of the stands and stop bike. Get off bike 
and fall to, ground, faking heat 
prostration. CAUTION: This particular 
tactic may only be used on extremely 
hot days. 

4.) After running practice and 
deciding that you have no chance 
whatsoever of doing better than last 
place, fake limp while pushing cycle to 
starting line. 

5.) Start the race with a slow air leak 
in one of the tires so you'll have to pull 
over before the end of the first lap. 

Believe me, anyone of the above 
tactics will provide sufficient drama to 
bring the most heartless of fans to their 
feet in sympathetic appreciation.

the muddy motocross track at Escape 
Country look like a TT track today as 


they put it on everybody in the 250 ° 


Expert class. 

Situated for draining as it is, it is 
virtually impossible for the track to get 
rained out no matter how bad the 
weather (Unless one of the drains gets 
plugged up), so while the course was 
muddy from the constant rains all week, 
the track was still intact.

Again it was Captain John 
Boulger, who spearheaded the defense, 
Britain rode more as a team...but just 
failed to gain the necessary points to 
whip the Aussies. The Lions’ 
performance after the debacle of a week 
before was at least encouraging. 

Biggest dampener on the match was 
an injury to 2l-year-old London whiz, 
Barry Thomas. Thomas crashed heavily 


early in the meeting and sustained 'a 
badly cut left knee which required 15 
stitches. He was told not to race for at 
least a month but last reports were that 
he was returning to Sydney to 
recuperate before the seventh and final 
test at the Showground a fortnight 
hence. 

During the fortnight, the rest of the 
team are faced with a hectic schedule, 
racing thousands of miles apart in the 
sweltering north of Australia at places 
like Townsville and Rockhampton, It is 
possible they may meet up with world 
class stars, Ole Olsen (Denmark) and 
current World Champion, Ivan Mauger 
(New Zealand), on their northern 
travels. 

The Big Two of world speedway are 
presently engaged in a series of ‘open’ 
meetings around Australia and New 
Zealand where their superb styles have 
captured the imagination of some of the 
largest audiences seen in these parts for 
some years. 


A Giant Step for the AMA 


AMA MOVES TOWARD REPRESENTATIVE GOVERNMENT. ONE 
SMALL STEP FOR CLASS A MEMBERS,A GIANT STEP FOR THE 


AMA 

WESTERVILLE, OHIO, Feb. 7, 1973 — 
Normally the annual AMA Class B 
members’ meeting is over in forty five 
minutes; not so this year. The 
participation of each Class B member 
present was outstanding. The meeting 
took seven and a half hours, and for 
once the voting was on a 
person-to-person basis without regard to 
companies. Not once did you hear that 
we had to vote someone in or for 
something because it was what a 
company wanted, 

The most significant change and one 
that will have genuine impact on the 
AMA is the proposed revision to the 
code of regulations that now provides 
two Class A members on the Executive 
Board. Class A (for those of you who 
have forgotten) are the majority of the 
members of the AMA, those who pay 
twelve dollars a year. The two Class A 
representatives will be elected by the 
members themselves with five suggested 
candidates nominated by the AMA staff 
and provisions for write-in votes. These 
ballots will be sent out via the AMA 
Newsletter on March first and votes will 
be counted after March 31st. The two 
with the highest votes will be the 
representatives for the year. After this 
initial year, ballots will be taken in 
January of each year so that the Class A 
reps will be at the annual meeting and 
will go into the Executive Board 
meeting at the start of each year. These 
representatives cannot be employed by 
or affiliated with a Class B member, 
which further removes industry control 


over the AMA. Great things can now 
begin to happen, especially if we begin 
to see campaigns for the Class A voting 
positions. 

To end some of the problems on 
deciding National Championships, a 
standing committee of eight was formed 
to make decisions all year. The eight 
will be the Competition Congress 
chairman, three Executive Board 
members (Roxy Rockwood of Triumph, 
Robert Hansen of Kawasaki and Ivan 
Wager of “Cycle World”), three 
promoters (one from each area, voted 
from their own ranks), and one 
professional rider to be appointed by 
the Competition Congress yearly. The 
job of this committee will be to screen 
and select Nationals, establish purses, 
set dates, research race tracks, and meet 
when necessary. This committee is to 
make no rules or change the order of 
events at any race, 

The Competition Congress has now 
been changed to be called the AMA 
Congress, and district sports committees 
will now be called district organizations. 

The board of trustees elected to the 
Executive Board, J. R. Kelley, 
president, Robert Hansen, vice 
president, John Harley, treasurer, K. 
Luhmann, secretary, Pete Shick, 
assistant treasurer. The rest of the 
members of the board are: Paul 
Garnant, John Penton, Tom Sargent, 
Ivan Wager, R. Morrow and _D. Burns. 

After seven hours of discussions and 
voting the impact of the Class, A 
decision was summed up by J. R. 
Kelley, president, “It is passed, Wow!”’.

More And More All The Time 
WASHINGTON, D.C. Feb. 5, 1973 — 


The motorcycle industry continued its ` 


remarkable growth trend in 1972 by 
topping. the previous year’s record 
figures for imported machines, 
according to James B. Potter, Jr., 
Executive Director of the Motorcycle 
Industry Council, Inc. MIC is the 
national trade association that speaks 
for the entire motorcycle industry, 
including manufacturers and 
distributors of machines and accessories 
as well as allied trades and retail dealers. 

Potter noted that although an 
expected overall slackening of demand 
occurred last year, nevertheless the 
United States still imported 8.4 percent 
more motorcycles than in 1971 to seta 
new high of 1,689,811 units with a 
dutiable value of $697,073,00. This 
value increased some 40.8 percent over 
1971, the growth being proportionately 
larger than for the number of units 
because of increased demand for larger, 
more expensive machines, 

Uncle Sam was a big winner in the 
bike boom of 1972 with calculated duty 
on imported motorcycles going up 
nearly 18 percent over 1971 to a total 
of $35,049,000. 

Imports of smaller motorcycles 
continued to decline, with roughly a 
one-third drop in the number of 
machines under .90cc engine 
displacement coming into the country. 

The largest class increase was for 
motorcycles with engine displacement 
between 190cc and 290cc which 
showed a climb of 64 percent in number 
and 93 percent in value. Ў 

Potter said that the industry was 
looking forward to continued growth in 
1973, but that future increases would 
be on a more modest scale than what 
has been experienced in the past few 
years.

Only the top American 
riders will qualify to compete in the 
INTER-AMA series through the 34 
qualifying events already underway 
around the country.

On Thursday, February first, AMA 
District 37 held its monthly meeting, 
the meeting in which the member clubs 
were to decide whether or not they 
wished to continue the . District's 
association with the AMA. It had 
promised to be quite an interesting 
evening and it was. 

The AMA was there to present “their 
side of the story" and to answer 
questions. Representing the AMA were 
Russ March, Gene Wirwahn, Mike 
Hinshaw, and an insurance company 
liaison man. The last time the AMA had 
visited District 37 in an official 
capacity, they made a pretty poor 
showing. Mike Vancil and several other 
AMA officials came to the annual 
sanction meeting and announced that 
they were going to take over the 
meeting. Surprisingly, they succeeded, 
They then discussed with their stunned 
audience such cogent items as road 
rallies, field meets, treasure hunts, 
Easter egg scrambles and other such 
trivia. 

To make matters worse, they were 
dressed in AMA attention-getting 
uniform of bright red sports jackets, 
blue pants, striped shirt and, (Perhaps 
this was only my imagination) a white 
carnation in their lapels. They looked 
like tthe advance publicity team for 
Shakey’s Pizza Parlors. 

Somebody turned the AMA onto 
psychology. “You gotta understand 
these guys, you know? You gotta 
relate!” So the AMA “related”. Gone 
were the red jackets this time and the 
jaunty, jazzy, super-hype approach. 
Instead, the four representatives of the 
AMA appeared at this meeting in the 
toggery of the tout, dull plaid, 
mis-matched checks and ill-fitting suits 
more suited to a “B” movie producer’s 
conception of a bookie than -anything 
else I can think of. They shuffled across 
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to their places like distrusting cons 
selected for a line-up. 

Russ March did most of the talking 
through the evening and his speech was 
wondrous to behold. Now be it noted 
that Russ March is a capable executive 
who could probably address the 
Congress of the United States with 
dignity and aplomb, were he given 
perhaps ten minutes to prepare his 
speech. 

On this occasion however, his talk 
was laced with petty profanities, 
innumerable grammatical faux pas and 
many soul-searching *O my God's". His 
performance really merited some kind 
of award and I was pleased, therefore, 
when the person sitting next to me 
commented that Gene Wirwahn really 
should have been the AMA's chief 
executive because Marsh was "such a 
clod.” Actually, though, they missed 
their best bet. They could have been 
really patronizing if they had only 
thought to bring along a couple of 
six-packs of Coors and guzzled noisily 
through the meeting. 

In spite of his trouble though, Russ 
March did manage to answer many of 
the questions put to him in what I felt 
was a reasonable fashion. He did avoid 
or side-step a few of the questions 
(including one that I asked) but most 
were answered fairly well. 

One interesting fact that was brought 
out was that, during the past two years, 
for every $14 that the AMA has 
collected in dues from California, $19 
has been paid out in insurance benefits. 
I could be wrong, but I tend to believe 
this figure. I know personally of quite a 
few people who have collected and I 
myself have collected enough to pay my 
membership dues for as long as I'm 
likely to feel like riding. (I broke a 
collarbone in an Oregon event.) If this is 
a true figure, we in California are now 
considerably ahead of the game. In fact, 
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if they don’t pay out anything in- 
benefits at all for a while, it's going to 
take them more than two years just to 
get even here in California. 

During the past two years, every 
bureaucratic organization under the sun 
has attempted to exercise control over 
us and, generally, to charge us a fee for 
the privilege. The BLM, the Forest 
Service, the DOT, the Department of 
Parks and Recreation, The Department 
of Motor Vehicles, the State 
government, the county governments 
and the city governments have all taken 
a swipe at us. 


Most of them have, somehow or 
other, managed to collect some money 
from us and none of them (with the sole 
exception of the Forest Service) have 
done one single thing for us. We have 
passively accepted each bit of 
harassment, and each new fee. Nobody 
is even bothering to ask any more if 
we're going to get anything for our 
money; we just pay. 

Now along comes the AMA and its 
insurance company, an organization 
that has given us something. It was, I am 
sure, quite accidental and I am sure that 
they have every intention of getting it 
back. But the fact remains that they 
gave us something: $5 for every AMA 
member in California, net profit to us. 
So who do we really want to get? Why 
the AMA of course! Hell, they did us 
some good. We can't let them get away 
with that! 


Frankly, I don’t understand it. We'll 
each pay $75 in land fees and green 
sticky fees for which we'll get 
absolutely nothing. But $3.50 for 
insurance really burns us. Why? Even if 
you personally don’t need it, isn’t there 
a member of your club who does, or 
maybe several members who do? Are we 
as a group so selfish that we can’t stand 
the thought of paying $3.50 a year so 
that some members of our group can 
have some help when they need it? I 
just really don’t understand it. 

There’s something else I don’t 
understand. Probably 60% of the riders 
that I know don’t want the insurance. 
Most of them are only mildly against it, 
feeling that we don’t need it so why 
should we buy it? But they realize that 
it’s only $3 or so a year, so it isn’t all

that important no matter which way it 
goes. 

But not John Townsend. John has 
taken the AMA’s insurance on as some 
sort of a holy war. In the last two 
District meetings he’s bullied, shouted, 
insulted people and in general made 
himself rather obnoxious, Voice 
cracking with emotion, he stands in the 
back of the room and shouts, “We don’t 
want it! Can't you understand that? We 
don’t want it!” He says “we” but-he 
isn’t speaking for me or for a good 
many other people that I know, Yet he 
sounds as if he thinks he has a mandate 
to lead the people of District 37 out of 
the AMA. Seems like an awful lot of 
conviction, emotion and rhetoric over a 
relatively unimportant matter, 

So I ask myself, if Moses wants to 
lead us out of the AMA does he have 
some promised land in mind? These 
prophets usually do, If we fall in behind 
him and slay all the dragons, we’ll 
probably find ourselves following John 
into a land flowing with milk and 
honey, or maybe beer and Bardahl. 
California Motorcycle Country! Kind of 
has a ring to it... 

Suspicious though I am of John 
Townsend’s crusade, I have to admit 
that he has some reason for being upset. 
At the last meeting of the District, we 
voted to table the motion regarding, 
essentially, our continued participation 
in the AMA. It was to be automatically 
brought from the table at this meeting 
and we were to have instructions from 
our clubs as to how to vote, Townsend 
and his group wanted a vote on the 
matter while the AMA was there. 

It became evident very quickly that 
Jack Hurley, who had the chair, was not 
going to permit the question to come to 
a vote if at all possible. He argued from 
the chair, misquoted the rules and 
allowed flagrant violations of the rules 
when the person was on his side and in 
general did not behave like an impartial 
chairman. One of the most interesting 
techniques he employed was to allow 
discussion onthe motion to bring the 
motion off the table, a clear violation of 
P. 35, Art. 6 of Robert's rules. 

Had this been successful, the body 
would have spent the rest of the evening 
deciding whether they would talk about 
the actual question! 

When we actually got to the point of 
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voting, however, we found out that we 
had been participating in a 
not-very-funny charade. First of all, we 
were not actually voting on whether to 
take an action but only whether we 
would request that the Board of 
Directors consider the question! The 
clubs’ representatives voted and, 
according to Hurley, defeated the 
motion by one vote. But each of the 
members of the Board of Directors was 
also allowed to vote. There are about 22 
of them, more than enough to swing a 
close question. They voted unanimously 
to defeat the motion. Even if the 
motion passed, however, what would 
have been its fate at the next Board of 
Directors Meeting? 

It was quite clear that there was no 
way in which the clubs were going to 
separate from the AMA. If the AMA 
didn’t talk them out of doing anything, 
then Jack Hurley as chairman was 
prepared to do everything short of 
physical violence to prevent the 
question from coming to a vote, 


Р If it did come to a vote, the Board of 
Directors representing the same voting 


power as 11 clubs, could probably 
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squelch it on the floor. And if this 
didn't happen, the Board of Directors in 
private meeting could simply veto the 
measure. So we spent two very long 
evenings talking about something that 
we could not have done if 100 percent 
of our members had been behind it. The 
game was fixed. 

At the present time, there is no 
democracy in District 37. The body can 
discuss anything it desires, but all 
decisions and especially all important 
decisions, are made by the Board of 
Directors and the competition 
committee, This might not be so bad if 
the Board of Directors were 
representative of the District, but it is 
not. Quite a number of those on the 
Board haven’t ridden a bike in years and 
there is one who has never ridden a 
bike. Some are quite out of touch with 
today’s problems. They have, in essence, 
retired. 

It is high time that some changes 
were made, before we have a question 
of real importance that we can't act 
upon, Either that or just let the Board 
make all the decisions and let us quit 
wasting our time on Thursday evenings.

JEAN, NEVADA, Feb. 4, 1973 — “You 
want me to drive all the way to Las 
Vegas to cover a minibike race? Are you 
out of your mind," I screached at the 
mangling editor over’ the phone? When 
he had me calmed down enough to 
listen, John explained that this wasn’t a 
twenty-minute moto, but a full-out 
desert race. A chance for the kids to 
pre-run the course of the Mini-Mint 
under race conditions. 

I called the Las Vegas phone number 
and was lucky to catch Leonard Mills 
and Roger Welsh. They were both so 
nice and eager to get coverage for the 
kids that I was already beginning to like 
the assignment: I had no idea what lay 
in store for me. 

Saturday it was raining so hard in 
Los Angeles that I thought I had better 
call and make sure the race wasn’t 
cancelled. Mrs. Welsh said it was cloudy 
and cool but not raining; to come on 
because they were going to race 
regardless of the weather. Gutsy little 
kids, I thought. 

The Southern Nevada Jackrabbits 
M.C., cousins to the Jackrabbits of 
\District. 37, offered their hospitality and 
I somehow forgot to mention that I 
have a van in which I haul my bike and 
sleep three weekends out of the month. 
|A nice warm bed, somewhere out of the 
rain just seemed like a good idea. 

I wasn't prepared for the plush

Nor was I prepared for the me 
really beginning to like this 

nday morning was a bit ru: 
always, and I looked forward with less 
than eagerness to the bike the club had 
offered to loan me. Well, they had said 
that I needn't bring mine as they would 
furnish *'transportation." 

The transportation turned out to be 
nothing less than the “Baja Bug” 
belonging to Luther Kutcher with 
Luther himself as driver. (Those of you 
who are Baja racing fans will recognize 
the name...for the rest of u, I can 
only say he is an excellent driver.) 

The little boogers gathered around as 
the riders' meeting got under way. Some 
of the kids had never raced and it was 
all new to them. Well organized, the 
club had copies of the danger marks, 
checks and other signs that would be on 


s d out. It 
was old hat to some of the riders and 
their attention wandered. For some of 
the littler guys it must have been like a 
foreign language. I wondered how much 
an eigl r-old would absorb. 

The starting line looked for all the 
world like the start of any desert race. A 
little smaller perhaps, with only about 
seventy riders, but there they were: full 
leathers, helmets, gloves, boots, face, 
chest protectors and shoulder pads. If 
you weren't close enough to see 
“Mini-enduro” written on the tank, you 
would have never known the difference. 

The first wave of riders got off to a 
good start, smoking away on what was 
the landing strip for Jean, Nevada, 
heading toward a section of the 
Barstow-to-Vegas course. The spectators

and kibitzers crowded in to give last 
minute words of encouragement and 
instruction to the little guys. (Bikes 
60cc and under had a separate start 
although Experts and Novices .ran 
together.) The starter jabbed his rolled 
flag in the air, indicating that the 
spectators would have to move back, 
Under pre-race tension, one rider 
mistook the gesture for the start, kicked 
his bike over and roared away, followed 
quickly by fifty others. 

Oh, well, maybe it was a false start, 
but how to you round up fifty wild 
little Indians who are smoking across 
the desert faster than some parents 
would dare to ride? Anyway, they got 
off pretty close together. 

The course consisted of three laps 
around an eighteen-mile loop. 
Jackrabbits had flagmen at all the 
danger ‘spots such as road crossings and 
ditches and there were. three track 
guards. Two blocks from the finish line 
the course crossed two sets of railroad 
tracks and the club was taking no 
chances with their young charges. The 
riders*had to get off and walk their bike 
across. 

Some of the younger boys stopped 
way back by the corner and walked 100 
yards or so across the track. Older, wiser 
racers hit the ground on the run, dashed 
across the track and leaped back on 
sidesaddle, throwing a leg over the bike 
after they had picked up speed again. 

Knowing ‘that in regular races the 
tank card has to be on the gas tank I 
was puzzled to see that all the riders had 
them on their helmets. Then it dawned 
on me. Did you ever try to mark a tank 
card on a bike that stands eighteen 
inches high? 

Out from the landing strip the course 
made a farily sharp left turn and 
dropped into a sandwash. The club was 
foresighted enough to station three men 
here as fifty percent of the little riders 
dropped it and were quickly helped up 
to keep them from getting run over by 
riders behind them. 

The sandwash provided 
entertainment which should have been 
on television. Something on the order of 
candid camera. Tiny faces presented

studies of tongue-biting concentration 
as little legs plowed and pushed through 
the deep sand where a 50cc power-plant 
just won’t cut it. 

The first sweeper crew left 
immediately after the start and the 
men were a welcome sight to several 
young riders who were stuck in sand up 
to their knees, had seized their engines 
or loaded up and didn’t know how to 
get the bike started again. At the end of 
the sandwash was a truck with a radio 
(React, somewhat like our Rescue 3 or 
International Racing Radio Crew) and 
more strong, knowledgable men to lend 
muscle if needed. 

There was nothing on the course that 
the smallest bike couldn’t negotiate, 
although the whoop-de-doos were tiring. 
Little bikes, those under 80cc, only had 
to go two loops while the 81-100cc class 
went three loops for a total of fifty-four 
miles. 

Coming into the finish lime was a 
sweeping left-hander on well-packed 
ground. Many of the more experienced 
riders displayed a fine flat tracking style 
on this corner and others wheelied into 
the finish, much to the delight of their 
fans (Mom and Dad). 

Not being familiar with the racers it 
was a little hard to tell who was doing 
what, but at the finish Glen Sallee 
(Yam) was top 100cc Expert of the day, 
with Mark Causey (Suz) and Don 
Lockwood taking second and third, 
Fourth overall . and first girl was 
12-year-old Paulette Wise (Yam). 

Paulette is a charming, soft-spoken 
girl. She earned number ten for this 
year. If any of you guys think you are 
fast enough to be her partner, she needs 
someone to co-pilot the Mini-Mint on 
March 17. 

In the 100cc Novice class, Brad 
Capawana (Ste) took top honors with 
Randy Hill (Kaw) and Ron Wilcox 
(Yam) taking second and third. 

The next division was 66-80cc and 
Expert Tod Kutcher (Ind) was firstest 
with the mostest. Randy Dalton (Ind) 
took second and Micheal Rodriquez 
(Hon) was in third place. 

Lenny Giger (Hon). who is number 
103, beat out all the other Novices in 
the 66-80cc class for a first, followed by 
Thomas Aginiga (Honda and Darel 
Yoakum (Ind). 

The 51 to 65cc class is evidentally 
restricted to Novices (or else every 
Expert in that class broke down, ‘cause 
we didn’t get them on the results.

Mmmm, BOY!

This whole thing started as a favor. 
Shady and I were going to Indian 
Dunes, so I stumbled into the editor's 
office and said, *Hey, Shady and I are 
going to Indian Dunes, Anyone want we 
should take a test bike?" 

“Sure! Take the Holder.” 

“The what?” 

“The HOLDER!” 

“What’s a Holder?” 

“It’s a mini.” 

“A MINI! You want me, Bazooka 
Pete, winner of the 1971 Annual 
Southern New Jersey Amateur 
Motocross and Terror of the Mojave, to 
test a mini? Forget it!” 

“Aw, come on. You can take it on 
the mini-bike course and blow off all 
the little kids.” 

“Hot dog! I'll take it!” 

We spent the first part of our day at 
Indian Dunes assaulting Mother Nature 
with our big, he-man type bikes. Shady 
was his usual self, trying desperately to 
haul up the front end of his DT-2 so he 
could do wheelies like Hateley, while I, 
on the other hand, displayed a skill and 
grace that entertained the limits of 
motorcycling expertise, as we know it. 

Around noon, we unloaded the 
“Molder?” (by this time we had 
nicknamed it “Molder” because we 
figured it would be so slow, the tires 
would mold. Get it?) and drove it over 
to the mini-bike course. 

The first thing I noticed about the 
Holder was it didn’t have any gears. No 
gears, no shift, no clutch, no nuttin’, 
Just gas and brakes. Very basic. The 
motor has a belt which turns a two stage 


torque converter which is connected to 
the drive sprocket. The final drive is 
KCM 420 chain and a big ol’ aluminum 
sprocket. All ya do is wick it on and off 
she goes. 

The engine was a 125cc Tecumseh 
from Wisconsin. If Tecumseh knew, 
he’d turn over in his grave. It is basically 
a lawn mower engine. Pure and simple. 
It goes put-put-put! 

When I gassed it, it came on like a 
sleepy Panda bear. The revs climbed to 
about 4,000 and levelled off. Dat's it. 
The Holder is not what you would call a 
tiger. The horsepower (all five) comes 
out in a flat curve. What's a flat curve? 
A roto-tiller, for example, has a flat 
power curve. 

At the entrance to the mini-bike 
course, I paused to size up the 
competition, There were the usual 
numbers of squids and three or four 
kids who were really hanging it out. 
These little monsters looked to be all of 
8 or 10. Infants. I would crush them. 

Then Shady pointed out one little 
nipper who was doing full lockers in the 
turns, He bet me a dollar I couldn’t 
touch the kid. Haw. 

It took a few laps to get used to the 
machine. I’ve never really gone fast on 
one. I found I could, obviously, hold 
the gas on fairly far into the turns 
before things got exciting. I also found 
the brakes were bad. A healthy pull was 
needed to get them to work at all. I 
don't think a little kid would like that. 

What I ended up doing was gassing it 
all the way down the straights and 
stuffing it into the turns like Half-mile. 
This style required some degree of 
co-operation from the machine. To my 
surprise, the Holder handled quite well. 


It would do everything I wanted. It 
seemed to get tremendous traction in 
the long turns. I could go in real fast 
and lay it way over and the little thing 
would just bite and bite. 

By this time I was passing a lot of the 
kids. They would pull me something 
fierce on the straights, but the Holder 
would eat them alive in the turns. In a 
nutshell, it wasn’t very quick but it sure 
could handle. 

When it finally came time to go 
home, I had blown everyone’s doors in 
and avenged, in a small way, all my 
humiliating defeats on the motocross 
course by the sub-teen bunch. I let one 
of the kids try the Holder, and he said it 
was neat. He liked the idea of no shift. I 
told him to eat all his carrots and some 
day he’d grow up big and strong like me 
and I’d get him a ride on a Rokon. 

Back home in my garage I looked 
over the Holder. It’s a well built 
machine. I don’t think the average kid 
could break it. The frame is what I 
would call a “modified banana.” Sort of 
a cross between a Seeley road racer and 
a BMW. Bizarre but strong. The front 
end is a leading link arrangement which 
also looks very strong. The whole 
package was put together in this 
country, although some stuff like the 
levers, tires, and other bits and pieces 
were imported from you-know-where. 

Before I brought the bike back to the 
Holder people, I let everybody ride it. 
All the kids in the neighborhood liked 
it. “Super Hunky” dislikes anything 
smaller than a 501 Maico. My girl said, 
“What it lacks in power, it makes up for 
in being close to the ground.” My dog 
barked at it. You can’t please 
everybody. 


This is the power plant. It 
develops a whopping five BHP. 
Starter and air cleaner are 
straight from the Mouse Factory. 
The 133 Tecumseh has many 
tuning possibilities but 

a West Bend or McCulloch 
would be the hot set-up.

REPEATS 
ITSELF. 


The beginning of the 1973 AMA Racing schedule 
started off just as it did last year: with Yamaha team 
rider Kenny Roberts striking gold at the Yamaha 
Gold Cup Race at the Houston Astrodome.
